BUDGET OF EXPENSES |

UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED

MEETING HARMONIOUS

All in Favor of Good Roads and Voto
for Budget Prepared by Court

The budget meoting wns held at
the court honse S:sturday afterncon,
December 28 Only twenty people
were present when County Judge
Morton ealled the meeting to order,
He read the budget as prepared by
the county court and stated that the
question of ity adoption was up for
discunslon,

After some preliminary sparring,
Glen Motsker moved that the budget
be adopted as rond, The motion was
seconded, and then some discusslon
followed. Judge Morton finally put
the guestion before the mesting and
by & unanimous vote the budget was
ndopted,

A rosolution (which wus  not
a‘lsnedl wan then read by County
Clerk Hunt. The resolution was to
the effoct thay the county court set
aslde 50 per cont of the district road
tax for the purpose of hard-surfacing
roads and that they buy or rent o
paving plant.  Jack DeSpaln was the
firsl one to speak on the subject
He said that year in and year out the
county waw spending money oL
patehing up macadam roads and that
In the courss of a few years, the
amount exponded on patching woula
lay & considerable portion of the hard
surfaced highway T J. Flippin of
Halnler, sald he was in favor of harn
surfacing, but he did not think that
all rond districts were situated as
wora the “districts In and around St
Helens, and that his disteict (No
6) wams not yet ready for such a pro-
gram, Others spoke relative to the
subject, and while all seemed In
favor of laying hard surfaced ronds,
there was a diversion of opinion as to
whether the original allotting of 5o
per cent of the road money for this
purpose was the proper thing to do
At the present time

€, ¢, Cassatt, Glen It Motsker,
Commissioner Weed and others
made talks favoring permanent high-
wily work, but those present seemeo
to got no further toward the solution
of the matter. Finally Metsker of.
fered an amendment, striking out
that portlon of the resolution which
met aside 60 per cent for hard sur-
faced romds and amended the
resolution to read that the meeting
ask the county court to purchase a
paving plant for the purpose of lay-
ing hard surfaced pavement on the
road distriets which, in thelr opinion,
should have some hard surfaced
roads,

It was very notieoable that Judge-
elect Fullerton and Martin  White,
contestant for the Judgeship offlca,
both spoke In (avor of spending
money for roads Heratotore, Ful-
lerton has Invariably taken o stand
for good roads, hut a low road levy,
while In every budget meeting for
the past ten years, Martin Whilte has
been endeavoring to beat down the
road tax levy. In this Instance, how-
ever, Mr. White suggested that it
would be n good Ides for road dis
tricts to bond themselves so  that
good roads might be bullt, The ma-
Jority of the people In altendance at
the meeting were amazed at White's
#tand, Inasmuch a8 heretofore, he
has invariably taken an opposite
view, and even at the last budget
mesting tried his utmost to eut the
road levy 2 mills, However, hia
suggesations had Httle welght  with
the meeting and the resolution, as
amended. was adopted,

The road levy this year ia 10 mills
and means appioximately $95.000
will be expended on ronds In the fo)-
lowing districts:

Captain
Jamieson sounded the sigoal for a
boat drill and the crew respon led to
the slgnal, Peter Lundqulist, a sallor,
was one of the crew to handle the
starbonrd life boat aft. The boat, In
swinging from the davit, amashea
ngainat the right hand of Lundquist
and almost severed the thumb and
badly erushed the hand. The injured *
man was suffering very much, go
Captain Jamleson sent a wireless tu
Fort Bragg ssking that a life boat
be sent out to take the injured man
aghore for medienl attentlon. ‘The
Klamath hove to, and soon the 1ife
hoat, manned by three men, eamo
nlongslde. Lundquist was placed In
the bont and the crew started fo,
Fort Hragg, the Kiamath continuing
on her way to the Columbia.

Several hours afterwards, Captain
Jamledon reeolved a wireless from
the MeCormick company In  San
Francisco asking for full detalla as
to the accldent and the name and
address of the Injured man, The mes-
sage sald that after the lfe boat lefi
the Klamath and just as it was near-
ing the shore, it eapsixed and Lund-
quist was drowned, The drownes
man joined the Klamath st Ban
